Candidates meet 


It was standing room only for the first “All Candidates” 
Meeting, organized by the Bradford Board of Trade and 
Holland Marsh Growers' Association, and held upstairs at 
the old Bradford Arena, September 29. 

The meeting was for Mayoral and Deputy Mayoral 
candidates only, who were each invited by moderator 
Jamie Reaume, Executive Director of the HMGA, to present 
a brief statement of their platform, before facing questions 
from the Board and the audience. 

Running for Mayor are incumbent Doug White, current 
Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer, and businessman Heman 
Burgos. Deputy Mayoral candidates are Carl Hordyk and 
James Leduc, both currently members of Council. 

It was for the most part a polite crowd, although partisan - 
with some rows cheering the answers of their candidate. 

And there were some "planted” questions, obviously 
submitted by one campaign or another - which had 
the positive benefit of clearing the air, and allowing the 
candidates to openly address what otherwise might have 
been rumour or innuendo. 

There was the question of “party affiliation" and whether 
the Mayoral candidates, if elected, would serve the full 4 
year term, or jump ship to try for a seat in an upper tier of 
government. All three Mayoral candidates said they would 
be committed to serving the full 4-year term. 

A query regarding a "proposed $50 million administration 
building” brought a sharp retort from Doug White. "Fifty 
million is ridiculous - it’s more than our Leisure Centre. It’s 
a number I've never heard of before. It’s complete fiction.... 
A 55,000 sq. ft. building? Nowhere near $50 million.” He 
added, “At some point we’re going to need a consolidated 
administration centre. We’re in 7 buildings... This next term 
of Council? Probably not.” 

And a question regarding "Conflict of Interest” allowed 
Keffer to explain that, although his family owns land 
on the 5th Line, none of it is in the area of the Hwy. 400 
Employment lands or the planned 5th Line Interchange, 
and legal opinion has been that there is no conflict. 

“I wifi not be bullied or intimidated not to speak up... I 
have always acted with integrity,” he said. 

Keffer also took the opportunity offered in the opening 
remarks to clarify his position on the Family Health Centre 
at 100 Holland Court, which he has consistently voted 
against in Council. He said he was proud of the success of 
the centre, “while I didn’t agree with the poor budgeting

model pushed through by the Mayor." 

And while he acknowledged, 
"Together our Town Council has 
done many good things.... It’s not one 
person that moves our Town forward, 
it’s a group effort,” he took every 
opportunity to challenge incumbent 
White on his record. 

Candidates were asked how 
they would attract new Industrial 
development to Town - and ensure 
that the Hwy. 400 employment lands 
won’t be converted to Residential. 
James Leduc: “We need to push 
the province to keep manufacturing 
in Ontario. We need jobs here. My 
promise: to work with the province, 
work with the County to bring jobs to 
BWG.” 

Carl Hordyk: "We need jobs at the 
400... to keep workers here rather than 
commute. We need to grow our tax 
base so we can make our Town more 
affordable." 

Doug White: “Our most valuable asset 
(is) serviced industrial land at the 400. 


Residential? Never!... I want some of those 
jobs to come here, so we have the flexibility 
to improve our lives. Jobs, employment, tax 
revenue.” 

Rob Keffer:" I have a faster and more 
economical plan to get jobs to the 400: take 
the sewers to 88... The One problem with 
the 5th Line interchange is it’s $200 million 
in infrastructure." (Note: includes all costs, 
including bringing servicing to Bond Head). 
Heman Burgos: “We have to be creative,” 
focusing on what is available including 
road networks, proximity to the GTA, die 
availability of IT and fibre optics. “There are 
a lot of ways to bring businesses to Town, not 
just coffee shops and pizza shops.” 

All of the candidates agreed that Seniors’ 
housing should be a priority. 

Carl Hordyk: “I’d like to see another Miller 
Park, maybe 2, maybe 3. I’d like to see 
condominiums, apartments. Seniors are 
part of the economy... My mother is my own 
motivator, to see something done.” 

Doug Wliite: “Our residents want an 
affordable lifestyle community right here... 
When people downsize their home, they 
want equity.” He suggested the Town could 
be “proactive” and partner with developers, 
perhaps to provide land for housing “at a 


price point people are willing to pay." 

Rob Keffer: “Over four years, nothing 
seems to be built. It’s up to the Mayor and 
the Council to make it a priority - reach out 
to entrepreneurs. Make it easier for them 
to build, smooth the red tape for them. 
Developers have land; unfortunately it's more 
profitable for them to build Single Family 
Residential. We have to draw that line in the 
sand”: no more water units, until they build 
affordable housing. 

Heman Burgos: “I have seen Senior-Abled 
Housing” in locations that include Palm 
Springs and France, an idea he suggested 
could be brought to Bradford. “We have 
choices to do, and we’ll do them.” 

Janies Leduc: “It’s my #1 issue. I’ve heard 
some great plans here, but no action... If we 
wait for the developers to do it, they’re not 
going to do it. We need to make it a major 

There was disagreement over the debt 
load facing the Town, with Keffer calling 
it a “deficit” and White insisting that the 
municipality is well within its Debt cap, as set 
by the province. 

One key question posed to the candidates: 
How do you plan to find savings in the 
budget, and keep taxes low? 


Doug White: “We have done that... Moving 
forward we have been fiscally responsible.” 
The average tax increase has been 1.2%; this 
year, the increase will be 0.37%, largely due 
to an increase in a capital levy, for roadwork. 
“It’s not responsible to have 0% tax increases, 
and push off to other generations road 
repairs, etc.” He challenged other candidates 
to tell taxpayers “what services are going to 
be cut, or what user fees are going to go up. 
You have to be transparent and open.” 

Rob Keffer: “This is about respect for 
taxpayers. We can do better... We’ve increased 
spending in this town 7.7% over the last four 
years. Surely we can find savings.” 

Hernan Burgos: “Must be an election year... 
We have to bring more industry to Bradford. 
We cannot increase Development Charges. 
The economy right now is very fragile... Look 
for efficiencies. I don't believe in cutting 
services - we have more people in Town. 

.. Look for efficiencies, bring job-creating 
businesses to town.” 

James Leduc: ””I will not support 0% 
increases - you’re just putting the inevitable 
off,” eventually resulting in huge hikes. “The 
one most important thing you need to do: 
scrutinize the budget, keep it under control, 
make sure we spend every dollar the right 
way.” 

Carl Hordyk 
noted that the 
Police Budget 
increased 10% 
annually - until 
his request for an 
OPP Costing led 
to a search for 
efficiencies. Now, 
the police budget 
has seen an 
annual reduction. 
“I'm going to 
continue to look 
for efficiencies... 
Newjobs, new 
tax assessment 
-that is the #1 
priority.” 

There was no 
opportunity for 
rebuttal, but 
after the meeting 
many residents 
stayed behind to 
talk further with 
the candidates. 

The Board of 
Trade and HMGA 
hosted a second 
meeting on 
October 1 for the 
Candidates for 
Ward Councillor 
- although not all 
of the 22 certified 
candidates were 
able to attend.

Why remove those baby teeth? 

Adult teeth form from a bud at the corresponding baby/deciduous 
tooth’s root tip. By 6 months, all 42 permanent teeth should at least be 
partially erupted and all 28 deciduous teeth should be gone. Sometimes, 
especially in small dogs, baby teeth remain after adult teeth have 
erupted. These should always be removed as soon as possible. 

In most circumstances, the deciduous teeth will be removed at the time 
of spay or neuter but it should be done as soon as possible after the 
corresponding adult tooth has erupted. A persistent baby tooth will 
actually prevent the accompanying adult tooth from erupting properly. 
Because the space through which it is meant to erupt is being occupied 
by the baby tooth, both teeth are wedged into the same hole. This 
juxtaposition leads to food/hair/plaque accumulation on the crowded 
teeth and subsequent plaque and gingivitis. As an aside, crowding is 
also why dental disease is common in short muzzled dogs where 42 
teeth (or at least those which have enough room to partially erupt) are 
wedged together. 




Wrong again

Radiographs should be done before and after extraction to ensure the 
whole root has been removed as the roots of baby teeth are very long 
and narrow and break very easily. On that note, any baby tooth that 


has been broken should be removed or be referred to a veterinary 
dentist for vital pulp therapy (puppy root canal). Yes, the tooth might 
fall out eventually but, the patient will be in a considerable amount of 
pain until the pulp dies. In addition, bacteria will enter the open pulp 
chamber and migrate to the root tip and beyond causing more pain and 
infecting the surrounding bone as well as adjacent teeth.

In Ontario: 

In 35% of preventable residential fires where there was 
a fatality, there was no smoke alarm warning. (13% - no 
smoke alarm; 22% - smoke alarm did not operate.). 

In 29% of fatal fires, alarm presence could not be 
determined. 

In the fatal fires where the smoke alarm did not operate, 
41% were not connected to power. (33% - no battery; 
8% - dead battery). 

In the fatal fires where the smoke alarm did not operate, 
21 % were beyond the smoke/fire reach. 

Although the law requiring working smoke alarms on every 
storey and outside all sleeping areas came into effect in 
2006, these statistics tell us that there are still far too many 
homes that are insufficiently protected.

After a low voter turnout in the last 
municipal election, and a break¬ 
down of the vote tabulating machines 


until after midnight, Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Director of Legal Services 
Rebecca Murphy is determined to 
ensure things will be different in 2014. 

Although die Town will again use 
automatic vote tabulating machines, 
Murphy is quick to point out that 
the tabulators are a different model, 
provided by a different company; that 
there will be trained staff on hand, and 
that a rigorous program of testing is 
planned, to ensure the tabulators are 
secure and accurate. 

In fact, Murphy and her team have 
been making extraordinary efforts, to 
“make it easy to vote.” 

All residents 18 and older, who live 
in or own property in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury, and who are Canadian 


“We’ve done a 
huge marketing 
campaign - “Are 
you on the list?" - 
asking them if they 
are on the voters’ 
list,” Murphy said, 
and providing 
opportunities for 
residents to add 
their names.

Did you get one?" 

Even without a Voter Card, residents 
can still vote, with appropriate ID that 
includes the qualifying voter address, 
or a sworn Declaration of Identity. 

And there will be no confusion as 
to polling station. Not only is every 
polling station wholly handicapped 
-accessible, but voters can cast their 
Ballot at ANY of the 5 locations - the 
Zima Room at the Bradford Public 
Library, 425 Holland St. West; Fred 
C. Cook Public School, 20 Fletcher; 
W.H. Day Elementary School, 410 
Maplegrove; Sir Wm. Osier Public 
School, 3823 County Rd. 88; and Hon.

Line - on voting day, October 27. 
District Returning Officers (DROs) will 
have the appropriate ballots on hand 
for voters from every Ward, whether 
Public or Catholic School Board 
supporters.

the handicapped in voting, from 
magnifying screens in the polling 
booths, to an Audio Techfile Interface 
for the visually impaired, and sip & 
puff technology for quadriplegics. 

“There’s lots of ways to help a voter 
vote,” says Murphy. “The voter can 
come in with a support person, family 
member... scooters, wheelchairs, 
service dogs.” Staff have been trained 
and taken an oath of secrecy, and will 
be able to provide assistance - and 
interpreters in Portuguese, Italian and 
French will be on hand. 

The accessibility devices are located 
at 2 locations - the Zima Room and 
Fred C. Cook - both of them stops on 
the BWG Transit System. Buses will be 
free on Voting Day, to anyone with a 
Voter Card. 

Each voter card has a unique bar 
code. At a polling station, the DRO 
will scan the bar - and the appropriate 
name on the computerized 
voters’ list will come up, 
including information on the 
person’s Ward, School Board 
affiliation, and whether or 
not they have already voted. 
The DRO will provide the 
appropriate ballot. The voter 
is asked to fill it out - voting 
for one Mayoral candidate, 
one Deputy Mayor, and one 
Councillor in their Ward, as 
well as school board trustee 
- by filling in the circle 
opposite the appropriate 
name, then tucking the ballot into a 
“privacy sleeve” and taking it to the 
“Technical DRO” by the tabulator. 

If you mark 2 candidates in the same 
category, instead of 1, the tabulator 
will record it as an error and an “over 
vote” and spit out the ballot, asking 
for clarification. If it was an error, the 
voter can take the ballot back to the 
issuing DRO, to cancel and reissue, so 
that a correction can be made. If told 
to process the ballot, the tabulator will 
treat it as a spoiled ballot. 

Murphy is taking measures to 
safeguard the results of the Advance 
Polls. The results will be posted on the 
Town Website as quickly as tabulators 
come in and their computer cards are 
read, after polls close on Voting Day, 
at 8 p.m. 

Residents can still watch the results 
as they are released, upstairs at 
the Bradford Community Centre 
auditorium, but “my website is what 
you’re watching,” Murphy says.

At birth, John weighed only 1 lb. Before 
he was whisked away to an incubator 
in intensive care, the doctor snapped a 
Polaroid of the infant. “I knew that this 
blurred picture might be all I have to 
remember him," Morris-Dadson said, 
explaining that she had contracted a vims 
that led to her son’s premature birth, vision 
and hearing loss. 



John weighed 4 lbs. when she w 
allowed to take him home, but the family 
spent many long hours at the hospital, for 
testing and treatment. At the age of 2, he 
was assessed as "DeafBlind” - launching an 
almost lifelong search for the appropriate 
services. Autism 
programs didn't 
address his hearing 
and vision problems; 
hearing programs 
didn't address his 
vision loss. 

The result was a 
“very unhappy time,” 
when John had little 
access to stimuli, or 
programs that could 
help him reach his 
potential. "I seemed to have no options. 
Then one life-changing day, I discovered 
DeafBlind Ontario Services.” 

John started in a full-day person-centred 
program in Richmond Hill in 2009. “He 
was no longer bored and depressed,” his 
mother remembers. With the help of a 
trained intervenor, he was able to choose 
his own activities, for the first time. 

And when Hurtick House was built 
in Jackson's Point, it became John’s 
permanent home. 

Hurtick House is near a park, not far from 
Lake Simcoe. “John is able to make his 
own choices,” when it comes to activities, 
outings and food, and even has a volunteer 
job at a local restaurant. “We will be forever 
grateful to the people at DeafBlind Ontario 
Services for providing endless possibilities 
for deafblind people like John."

The Wonders of Migration

Most of us think migration is a “Spring and Fail" 
thing. True, most migration - especially among 
birds - occurs during those seasons. However, by 
mid-July, shorebirds that have nested during the 
brief Arcdc summer waste no time in heading 
on the long journey to their southern wintering 
grounds. When you have to travel all the way to 
die pampas of Argentina, as does the Upland 
Sandpiper, it pays to leave early. 

Shortly afterwards, the insectivores, like 
warblers, wing their way to the tropical forests of 
Central America. They seem to travel at a more 
leisurely pace to take advantage of hatching 
insect food before the treacherous journey. 

It is often during those migration times that 
storms, wind (and maybe poor navigation - you 
know that even a bird’s GPS isn’t always perfect!) 
can cause migrants to stray from their usual 
flight paths and habits. Believe it or not, 2 Snowy 
Owls spent part of the summer here in Southern 
Ontario. Not quite like Baffin Island! 

Also, a few weeks ago, I had to rescue a Sora - a 
type of marsh bird in the Rail family - from the 
middle of a suburban street in town. With its 
long toes meant to walk on marsh vegetation, 
it certainly had a hard time crossing the street. 

Of course, rails are notorious for ending up in 
the wrong place. A few years ago, I heard that a 


college football game was delayed in order to 
remove a rail from the field, because it kept flying 
into the faces of the players! (A Hall Mary stunt 
from the losing team?) 

No matter how birds, butterflies and sea 
turtles do it, we will continue to be amazed at 
how such fragile and awkward creatures are 
able to travel such long distances each year and 
still arrive safely, for the most part. Some, like 
the tiny Blackpoll Warbler, leave the island of 
Newfoundland and do not make landfall again 
until they are in the West Indies. Amazing! 

So, over the next months, keep your eyes out 
for those migrants. Some may even visit your 
yard briefly or a local pond for a short swim, to 
rest before the next leg of the journey. Last week, 
at the Summerlyn pond, three Snow Geese - 
uncommon birds in our area - were doing just 
that.

Carl Hordyk, candidate 
for Deputy Mayor 

Carl Hordyk has enjoyed the last 4 
years, as Councillor for Ward 4. 

"This last four years inspired me 

- it’s been a wonderful learning 
experience. I’ve enjoyed being active 
in the community, and helping 

the residents... It's nice to make a 
difference. That’s what it comes down 

This time around, he has decided to 
run for Deputy Mayor. “I want to be a 
voice at Simcoe County. A lot of our 
tax dollars go to County Council. It’s 
important to have not one voice up 
there, but two." 

In addition to promising to be a 
stronger voice at the County, he 
identifies a number of important 
issues in Bradford West Gwillimbury 

- number one being the development 
of the Hwy 400 Employment lands, to 
bring new jobs, and a new Industrial/ 
Commercial tax base, to ease the 
burden on residential ratepayers. 

“Jobs on the 400 - good-paying jobs,” 
says Hordyk. "We need to grow our 
businesses. We need to encourage 
Industrial/Commercial growth in 
BWG” not only on the 400, but within 
existing (I/C/I). “If we can keep a 
percentage of our residents who are 
travelling to the GTA, in Town with 
well-paying jobs, and get Industrial 
taxes-it’swin-win.” 

Hordyk also sees Downtown 
Revitalization as an important issue 

- and points to the recent repaving 
of Holland St. The new asphalt, the 
freshly painted lines - “It’s going to 
lift the spirits of some downtown 
businesses. It’s a start. It gives you an 
idea of what we can do.” 

That said, he still has questions 
about the proposed reconstruction 
of Holland, that will reduce the road 
to a single lane in each direction. "I 
think it’ll look nice, but I’m not sure 
how practical it will be. I’m not sure 
it’s the right answer for the businesses 
downtown. That will be up to the next 
Council... Holland St. is still Hwy. 88.” 

He links Seniors' Housing and 


Downtown Revitalization. With 
waiting lists at Bradford Valley and 
100 MUler Park, it is clear there is a 
serious need in the community. “We 
need another MUler Park. We need 
something downtown - whether 
it’s low rise apartments or low rise 
condominiums,” Hordyk says, noting 
that housing wUl bring more people to 
the downtown core, and make it more 
lively, more economicaUy viable. 

He also sees the solution as involving 
all levels of government. “Why can’t 
the County, why can’t the Town, why 
can’t the province come together to 
get Seniors’ housing? There has to be a 
solution there. It has to be explored.” 

As for recreation, "We need to 
encourage people to get out on the 
traUs. We have a great trail system in 
Bradford,” he says. The development 
of the Henderson Community Park on 
10 Sideroad “is going to be our crown 
jewel” but the cost will be a discussion 
for the next CouncU. 

There are some issues that touch 
all residents. On the micro-level, 
speeding on residential roads and 
enforcement are issues that touch 
every neighbourhood; on the larger 
scale, it’s the Budget. 

“I’ve worked very hard to tackle our 
largest tax budget, which is our Police 
Budget,” Hordyk said, referring to 
his motion to seek an OPP costing. 
Although the Town opted to retain the 
South Simcoe Police Service, “at the 
end of the day we have a reduction” 
in the budget - unprecedented in 
a municipality that was looking at 
double-digit increases in the police 
budget, year over year. 

He feels it is an example of what a 
member of Council can accomplish, 
"with the support of Council, of 
course,” and suggests, “There’s no 
reason we can’t do that with other 
efficiencies. That’s what we're here to 
do.” 

However, he notes that the tax 
situation is complicated by the 
increase in the assessed value of 
homes in BWG, as determined by 
MPAC - “We can't control that” - as 
well as the over-reliance on the 
Residential tax base. It is improving; 
at one time, 92% of the tax burden fell 
on Residential taxpayers. Now that is 
reduced to 87% - but it is still too high, 
he says. 

Hordyk calls himself “headstrong” 
even stubborn. “When I do something, 
I do it 100%,” from championing the 
relocation of the Bradford Farmers’ 
Market to the parking lot beside 
the Bradford Library, to organizing 
electronic waste days for the 
community. It is, he says, a matter 
of "taking an initiative, and bringing 
it to Council - and I want to keep 
doing that. I want to keep looking at 
initiatives, because “Carl Cares." I truly 
do.” 

Hordyk, a tow truck operator for 
Trotter’s ESSO Station and garage in

James Leduc, candi¬ 
date for Deputy Mayor 

James Leduc has served 2 terms on 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Council - 
the first as Councillor for Ward 2, and 
then, when the Ward boundaries were 
changed, as Councillor for Ward 6. 

Now, he is running for Deputy 
Mayor. “I felt it was time to step up to 
bring a bigger leadership role to the 
community, helping to guide Council” 
over the next 4 years, he says. 

Leduc identifies three key issues that 
are priorities, in the coining term. 

Top of the list: “Affordable Seniors’ 
housing." 

Leduc admits, “I think we have 
dropped the ball on this one. This 
issue alone made me decide to step 
up." 

He notes there has been a "steady 
outflow” of seniors from the 
community, moving to "Adult lifestyle” 
communities in Beeton, Newmarket 
and Barrie. "I think we are missing 
the fact that these people have been 
in the community all their lives,” and 
have played a major role in shaping 
the municipality. When they leave, 
they take their experience, and years 
of volunteer involvement - a great loss 
to the Town. 

Leduc’s second priority is Job 
Creation, especially “for our 
young ones.” A commuter himself, 
employed in Facilities & Services 
at the University of Toronto, he 
acknowledges, "It’s tough... I want 
to bring jobs to Bradford. I think the 
(Hwy. 400) employment lands will 
bring that opportunity, if we can stay 
focussed on it.” 

In particular, he wants to see the 
Town aggressively pursue agriculture- 
related employment opportunities, 
such as a new Simcoe County Food 
Terminal, now the subject of a 
feasibility study at the County level. 

“It will not only serve Bradford, it will 
serve the surrounding communities... 
Our #1 driving force here is 
agriculture.” 

Finally, Leduc says, “I want to try and 
control costs a little better. 


"I want to look at our water costs, to 
make sure we’re not over-billing - we 
have to find a way to conserve water, 
but we have to be able to reduce the 
cost to people.” He finds it absurd that 
when people take steps and cut back 
on water use, the result is higher rates. 
And on the broader scale, he has a 
target: to limit the annual tax hike 
to no more than 1%, over the next 4 
years. “I think that’s achievable,” he 
says. “Tighten our belts. Do more with 

A preliminary look at the 2015 budget 
suggests the increase is closer to 1.9%, 
he said. Leduc wants to “go back to 
staff and say, cut it or we’ll cut it. I’d 
like to see Council more involved in 
the budget. I think that’s where my 

If Council takes a stronger role 
in setting the budget, rather than 
leaving it all to staff, "then you get 9 
very informed people sitting around 
the table, scrutinizing the budget” - 
something that can only benefit the 
taxpayer, he says. 

One reason he decided to run for 
Deputy Mayor instead of Councillor 
is the role of the Deputy Mayor at 
Simcoe County Council. “I want to 
work at the County level, and really 
push the province,” says Leduc - 
especially championing projects like 
the Hwy. 400-404 link, which would 
be a benefit to over 2 million people in 
the region, and looking for additional 
grant funding. 

Moving forward, Leduc sees the 
need for more openness in Council, 
and more consultation with the 
public "so that 9 people can make the 
right decision that is a benefit to the 
community... Our decisions affect 
residents. We need to be open.” 

As a member of the Active 
Transportation Committee, he is 
proud of both the new Bradford nail 
system, and BWG Transit. “Love it! I’m 
happy that we’ve expanded it already. 

I think its a huge success for our 
community. We had a lot of nay-sayers 
at first... It was an amazing thing for 
Council to come up with and do.” 

As for Downtown Revitalization, 
he sees a positive impact of the 
Community Improvement Plan 
incentives now in place, but has 
reservations about the proposed 
Holland St. reconstruction project. 

He has no problem with the proposed 
traffic circle at John St. and Barrie 
- “I’m good with traffic circles. I 
think they work great.” - but is less 
enamoured of a 2-lane Holland St. 

“It’s something we need to look at,” 
he said. “Great work, the Downtown 
Revitalization Committee - but it’s 
good we’re going to wait for some 
other infrastructure (in particular the 
Southeast Arterial Road). I hope we 
can make our downtown a beautiful, 
vibrant community someday.” 

One thing he won’t be supporting, 
moving forward, is a new

Mark Contois, 
Candidate for Council 


Mark Contois served one term as 
Councillor, but did not run in the last 
Municipal Election. 

His job as a General Foreman with 
the Ironworkers' Union, Local 721, 
had him travelling, and working long 
hours, and he did not have the time to 
commit to Council and its demands. 

Contois is running this time, for 
Councillor in Ward 6, in part because 
his job is less demanding and he has 
more time to devote to the community 
- and partly because, he says, “I 
missed it. I enjoy looking after the 
residents.” 

As a candidate, Contois wants to 
deal with the small issues, “the simple 
things,” as well as the big picture 
vision for the Town. Simple things like 
uneven sidewalks, and illegal parking 
in school zones that puts children at 

“I was over on Compton (Crescent). 
There are some handicapped people 
there, and the sidewalk is up and 
down... It’s a simple thing, but it’s 
a tripping hazard for them,” he 
says. What should be a matter of 
maintenance for the Town, becomes 
an issue of accessibility, for seniors 
and those with disabilities, he says. 

He would paint curbs red in 
"No Parking” zones adjacent to 
schools like Mother Teresa Catholic 
Elementary School. “The Red Zone - if 
you park there, you will be ticketed, 
because the sighdines should be open. 
We shouldn’t wait until a child is hit.” 

Contois would like to work on a new 
location for the skatepark, to address 
the complaints of loitering and unsafe 
and illegal activities that plague the 
current, difficult-to-monitor location. 
He is also calling for the expansion of 
Bradford’s trail system. "People are 
utilizing our trails right now, which is 
fabulous. I want to see them continue 

On the larger scale, he wants to 
focus on developing the Highway 400 
Employment Lands, and bringing new 
Industry and new jobs to Bradford 
West Gwillimbury. "Our tax base is 
reliant on it. Right now, our residents 
are carrying the burden;” more 


Commercial/Industrial is the only way 
to reduce the tax load. 

He acknowledges that shifting the tax 
burden from the Residential ratepayer 
will take years. In the interim, Contois 
wants Council to work at limiting the 
annual tax increase to no more than 
1% per year. "I believe the resident 
needs a break.” 

Seniors’ housing and Downtown 
Revitalization are also key issues for 
the candidate. "I love the fact they are 
repaving (Holland St.),” Contois says. 
“Now let’s do some sidewalks, let’s do 
some benches, let’s do the lights all 
down the street, so it looks like one 
street.” He wants to see the downtown 
made more “Pedestrian-friendly... 
Let’s make it a walking hub.” 

In fact, Contois and his wife have 
invested in the downtown, opening 
a business within the core. "We 
believe in the community. We love the 
community - it’s our home. We want 
to make it better.” 

And with his work week down to 40 
hours, “now I’m able to give plenty 
of time - so I’m back in the game.” 
Contois adds, “We can’t forget that, as 
Councillors, to look at the little things. 
Let’s get them right."

Lisa Hawkins, 
Candidate for Council 


It was what she sees outside her 
front door on a daily basis that led 
Lisa Hawkins to run for Councillor in 
Ward 6. She lives on Barrie St., and has 
watched speeding motorists nearly 
hit pedestrians crossing the street. In 
fact, 10 years ago, with a toddler in her 
arms and pushing a stroller, she was 
clipped by a hit and run driver. 

This summer, while out in her front 
garden, she saw a boy and girl run 
across Barrie St., "coming this close to 
being struck. I rushed into the house, 
almost in tears.” 

That’s when her son challenged her 
to "be the change,” and run for office, 
to make things right. The problem,

Hawkins says, is that there is no safe 
crossing between Fletcher, at the top 
of the hill, and Holland St. - although 
there is a medical office, post office, 
day care centre and The Loft housing 
for at-risk seniors, in the vicinity. 

"We have the most vulnerable 
sectors, off that main street, and yet we 
have no enforcement” - and although 
the Town has spent over $34 million to 
create the 8th Line-Dissette St. bypass, 
“there’s no restriction on heavy truck 
traffic on Barrie St.” 

Traffic and pedestrian safety is one 
key issue; heritage preservation is 
another. "I think it’s incumbent on 
the Council to protect the homes, and 
our way of life, ultimately,” she says, 
calling for by-laws that will protect 
single-family residential homes in old 
Bradford - and ensure that new homes 
are in keeping with the architectural 
character of the neighbourhood. 

Hawkins wants to see a focus on the 
downtown. “We need to actually get 
going on this in a tangible way,” but 
not necessarily moving forward with a 
costly redesign of Holland. “Stop that 
entire process, and start afresh with 
the new Council,” she says; rather than 
let the consultants lead the process, 
listen to the people. “The money they 
have spent on (studies) could have 
been so much better spent!” 

She’d like to see more activities for 
teens at the Leisure Centre, and a 
new skatepark, in an area more easily 
monitored. “Our teens are seriously 
under-serviced. We need them to be 
fit, we need them to be active, we need 
them to stay out of trouble.” 

Finally, she is concerned by Town 
spending, and appalled by the debt 
load. “A balance of tax spending is 
important to me... I think the spending 
is a runaway train. I think most people 
feel that.” As for accountability, “I 
was shocked to learn no votes are 
recorded, unless a Councillor requests 
it... I will make every vote noted and 
recorded.” 

“Being a Councillor is a huge 
responsibility - how these 7 men 
have the ability to affect our lives," 
Hawkins says. "I believe in serving the 
community, I believe in volunteering 
in the community." 

She and her dog Buddy have 
been volunteers at Bradford Valley 
Specialty Care centre, she has helped 
in classrooms, and fundraised for a 
variety of causes. 

Hawkins has a degree in Political 
Science from York University, and 
had a career in corporate Interior 
Design, managing a multi-million 
dollar industry, before “becoming the 
CEO of my household and family!” 

She retired from the business because 
“it was very hard to watch somebody 
else raising my two boys.” Not long 
afterwards, one son was diagnosed 
with a rare brain tumour. 

She is grateful for the outpouring of 
support she received then, some from 


strangers - and now, she says, "I really 
want to give back to my community.” 

She sums up, “There’s an apathy 
about the old town of Bradford 
that we need to change. I think the 
residents in the old part of Bradford 
really feel neglected. They feel the 
imbalance,” with all the focus on the 
new areas. “These are people - our 
neighbours,our friends, our co¬ 
workers. I don’t want the people to be 
lost in the issues.”
